IRISH LAND COMMISSIONERS 


TEE PERIOD EROM THE 22nd OE AUGUST, 1884, TO THE 22nd OE AUGUST, 1885, 


TO HIS EXCELLENCY HENRY HOWARD MOLYNETTX, EARL 
OF CARNARVON, 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND, ETC. 

We beg to submit to your Excellency, in pursuance of the 55th section of the Land 
Law (Ireland) Act, 18S1, this Report of our proceedings from the 22nd August, 1884, 
to the 22nd August, 1885. 

Ten Sub-Commissions were in operation during that period. Progress in determining 
fair rents by each Sub-Commission was necessarily slower than in preceding years, 
when a larger number of Sub-Commissions was employed. The districts allotted to 
the Sub-Commissions respectively have been more extensive than they were, and 
moreover the farms to be inspected are now more widely scattered than was the case at 
first. More time has from both these causes been occupied in travelling and less in the 
transaction of business. With another reduction in the number of Sub-Commissions, 
such as has recently taken place, and with the proportion of isolated farms to be visited 
increasing, the rate of progress during the present year will inevitably be further 
diminished. 

The number of fair rent cases disposed of by Sub-Commissions, during the twelve 
months under review, was 9,697, by Civil Bill Courts, excluding transfers to the 
Court of the Land Commission, 1,002, total, 10,699. The entire number disposed of 
from the passing of the Land Law Act to the 22-nd August, 1885; is 118,711. The 
number of fair rent cases awaiting trial on the 22nd August, in the Land Commission, 
was 1,967, and in Civil Bill Courts, 1,331. The number of appeals to the Land 
Commission from decisions of Sub-Commissions and of Civil Bill Courts disposed of 
during the year was 4,145. The total number disposed of from the passing of the Act 
to the 22nd of August last is 11,073. There were at that date 8,990 appeals still 
pending. 

Fair rents have been settled during the year by Court Valuers without litigation in 
382 cases, and by arbitration under the provisions of the 40th section of the Act in 8 . 
cases. 351 rents had previously been settled by those methods. 

During the twelve months ended on the 22nd August, 11,270 rents were fixed in the 
Land Commission by agreement between landlord and tenant, and 3S6 in Civil Bill 
Courts. The total number of rents settled by agreement without contention, under the 
provisions of the 6th sub-section of the 8th section of the Act, up to the 22nd August 
last, is 78,085 in the Land Commission, and 6,145 in Civil Bill Courts. 

The entire number of fair rents fixed either in Court, by Court Valuers, by arbitra- 
tion, or by agreement, from the passing of the Land Law Act, to the 22nd August, 
1885, is 169,379. In addition to these there have been 34,303 cases withdrawn, 
dismissed, or struck out in Court. Total number of fair rent cases settled or otherwise 
disposed of between the 21st August, 1881, and the 22nd August, 1885, 203,682. 

Sixty-seven orders by Sub-Commissions for the erection or improvement of labourers’ 
cottages were made during the year under review. 721 such orders had previously, 
been made. The total number from the passing of the Act to the 22nd August last 
is 788. 

During the year 14,695 copies of' orders, for the most part in fair rent cases,- 
made by the Land Commission and by Sub-Commissions, and 6,734 certificates of the 
filing of agreements have been issued, each copy-order, and each certificate having been 
paid for by a shilling stamp 
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Forty-two applications to have leases declared void, under the 21st section of the 
Act, have been disposed of during the year. The total number disposed of since the 
passing of the Act is 1,399. There were 78 applications awaiting trial on the 22nd 
August. 

There has been a large decrease during the last year in transactions under the 
Purchase Clauses of the Land Law Act. Three hundred and sixteen loans, amounting 
to <£'139,468, were applied for, but only 38 loans, amounting to £21,930, were taken 
out. During the latter part of the year especially, the number of applications for loans 
diminished. The expectation generally entertained that changes would be made by the 
Legislature in the Pui’chase Clauses, appears to have deterred intending buyers and 
sellers from coming to agreements for sales, as well as from completing contracts 
already entered into, for which we had sanctioned advances. 

The Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act was passed on the 14th of August, but no 
proceedings under its provisions come within the scope of this Report. 

An Act to amend the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, a measure which imposes new 
duties on the Land Commission, was also passed on the 14th August last. All proceed- 
ings taken in the Land Commission under this Act will come under notice in our next 
Report. 

In the Church Property Branch of the Commission the only point calling for special 
notice is that the arrears due to the Church Fund, which were less by £25,000 on the 
31st March, 1884, than on the 31st March, 1883, have during the year ended on the 
31st March, 1885, been further reduced by £16,010. 

In addition to paying interest to the amount of £166,886 in respect of the charges 
imposed at different times on the Fund, namely, for “Intermediate Education,” 
“National School Teachers’ Pensions,” “Royal University of Ireland,” “Arrears of 
Rent,” “ Relief of Distress,” “ Sea Fisheries,” and “ Relief of Distressed Unions,” the 
original debt due to the National Debt Commissioners on account of advances made by 
those Commissioners for the purposes of the Irish Church Act has been reduced during 
the year by £241,469.. The balance of the original debt of £9,000,000 remaining due 
is now £4,400,315. 

On the other hand, the liabilities of the Church Fund have been increased during 
the year by £50,000, a sum which we borrowed for the purposes of the Sea Fisheries 
(Ireland) Act, 1883. Two hundred and twenty-five annuities, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to £10,860 14s. 2c?., are still payable under the provisions of the Irish Church 
Act to incumbents, curates, vicars general, clerks, sextons, and nonconformist ministers, 
who declined to commute for a capital sum the annuities to which they were respec- 
tively declared by the Church Commissioners to be entitled. 

During the year under review a sum of £2,441 8s. 11c?. has been paid in respect of 
arrears of rent, extinguished on 403 holdings under the first sub-section of section 1 of 
the Act. The sum of £4,608 .15s. 7 c?. still remains unpaid in respect of arrears 
extinguished on 632 holdings, the parties entitled thereto not having lodged claims or 
established their title to receive payment. 

Pursuant to section 1, sub-section 5, tenants were authorized under certain circum- 
stances to lodge rent in Court to the credit of their landlords. 

Out of the amount so lodged there has been paid during the year the sum of 
£486 14s. 10c?. to landlords or to persons authorized by them to receive payment. The 
sum of £1,096 8s. 5c?. in respect of 159 holdings is still unclaimed and payable upon 
proof of title. 

Under the 16th section, which provided for advances being made to landlords in cases 
where the Poor Law Valuation did not exceed £50, a sum of £47 <7s. was advanced in 
respect of one holding. Twenty-three cases under this section were pending at the 
beginning of the year, and of these 16 have been dismissed, Six cases are still pending 
involving a sum of £151 16s. lc?. 

The 17th section enabled owners of land to obtain a remission of public charges 
which were paid or remained due in respect of rent extinguished under the Act. In 
the general term Public Charges are included Income or Property Tax, Quit or Crown 
Rent, and Tithe-Rentcharge. 

Under this section 55 claims for remission of Tithe-Rentcharge in respect of 
£26,158 19s. 2c?. rent extinguished, and involving the remission of a sum of £691 Is. 4 d. 
were received and disposed of. 

In respect of Income Tax, 343 claims on account of £116,458 0s. 7c?. arrears extin- 
guished were received, and transmitted to the Commissioners of Inland Revenue with 
our certificate as to the amount extinguished in each case. Several applicants omitted 
to state the amount of Income Tax, to a return of which they claimed to be entitled, 
leaving the calculation of it to the Inland Revenue Department. The actual amount 
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claimed amounted to £1,838 Is. 6d., but it will be seen from what has just been said 
that this is not the full sum remitted. 

The same remarks apply to claims for remission of Quit Rent. There were in all 27 
claims during the year, in respect of £13,421 Is. 5 cl. rent extinguished. The amount 
of Quit Rent actually claimed to be remitted was £68 8s. 9c?. These applications with 
the proper certificates were forwarded to the Inland Revenue Department. 

In one prosecution under the 7th section against a tenant for making a false declaration, 
in which the accused was awaiting trial when we made our last Report, a conviction 
was obtained, and a sentence of one month's imprisonment passed. 

The transactions generally stated in the foregoing narrative are set forth in detail in 
the annexed tables.
